THE MEDICINE CUPBOARD 


Oil of turpentine talso called spirits of turpentine) 


is not crude turpentine but a pure product of dis- 
tillation of turpentine. 
The common turpentine 


may be used externally, but only the distilled oil or 
spirits should be kept in the medicine cupboard.

In many conditions accompanied with colic or 


' inflammation, and especially when there is much 


i gas present in the intestine, the application of tur- 


j pentlne as a counter irritant is a relief. It is best 
applied in the form of a stupe, as follows: 


Dip a piece of flannel into a dish of water too 


hot to hold the hand in, and lift the flannel out 
in a towel, wring out the excels of water by twist- 
ing the towel, then sprinkle over the flannel several 
drops of oil of turpentine, and quickly apply to 
the belly, allowing: it to remain until the skin red- 
dens or the patient complains of burning. It should 
then bo removed and no more turpentine applied, 


i although the cloth may be repeatedly wrung in 
' hot water and applied. 
Nurses usually have a 


i stout cloth pocket or bag opening at one side, with 


i pieces of broomstick through the ends to twist and 
wring out the stupe. 


Turpentine is a good counter irritant to apply for 


inflammation within the chest. It is best diluted 
with two or three times its volume of olive oil, and 
this may be rubbed on the chp^t of an adult. For 
a < hild. camphorated oil is preferable.

Turpentine is popularly esteemed as an antiseptic 


' for fresh wounds, but is inferior to tincture of iodine 
| for that purpose.

"Every day 13 tons of new notes 


are issued from the different print 
ing presses of the 
German

Bank; on these 'scraps or paper' 
written in black and white that their 
•value is 
between 
one and 
10,000 


marks. 
Nqjx>dy 
knows their 
real 


value and each person attributes a 
different value to them according to 
the date and the hour of the 
day, 


even according to the business that 
each one uses them for. 


"For that is undoubtedly the most 


typical point, and 
yet 
one, as 
it 


seems to me, which has been the least 
insisted on. In Germany, not all the 
prices only have changed, but also 
the .relations between tho prices of 
different objects are now completely 
upset. At a time when the mark is 
worth the 2-1000 part of its normal 
value, you will find 
goods on 
the 


market priced at two or three thou- 
sand times their pre-war value, while 
for others the price is only 25 or 60 
times as much. 


"Thus a subway 
or 
'bus 
ticket 


costs a Frenchman only 2 or 3 cents, 
and a good seat at a cinema one cent. 
On the contrary bread and meat which 
mostly come from 
abroad are 
not 


much cheaper than with us. As to 
values, which are called .'real,' such 
as precious stones it 
appears that 


prices are asked for them which they 
would not 
reach in the 
Rue de la 


Paix; and they even ask to be paid 
in dollars! 


"It can be easily imagined what 


extraordinary and 
demoralizing re- 


sults are brought about by such a 
system. 
Every sane idea of value 


has disappeared among people with 
whom regular work has ceased to be 
remunerative and when people only 
reckon on speculation 
in 
order 
to 


live. 


"The government looks on at this 


lamentable sight without even trying 
to re-act, without even appearing to 
see where such methods will lead to. 
At most, 
they 
publish 
notes_ at 


regular intervals in the Press where 
It is announced that fresh measures 
have been taken 
which will 
allow 


henceforth a still greater number of 
notes in order to meet the crisis which 
throughout Germany. 


"Naturally this method only does 


still more harm, for as a matter of 
course, as- quickly as new notes are 
printed still more quickly are they 
discredited. 
In 1914 Germany had 


not .*! billions in bank notes in circu- 
lation, hut they were backed with 
gold. 
At the time when Germany 


had 
180 billion notes in 
circula- 


tion it would have been possible to 
buy them all for a billion gold marks; 
now 250 millions would be sufficient 
to represent the 
equivalent of 
the 


half trillion notes which the State 
Bank has issued until now. 


"But this does not prevent German 


economists 
from 
making 
special 


studies on the different causes of the 
depreciation of the mark. 


"And with nil that there are people 


who speak of extraordinary German 
prosperity, where all investments give 
at least 40% and doublo their capital 
every six months. 
And M. Toincare, 


the Premier, ee.hoes these ideas. 


"What 
is really 
happening? 
A 


German who last year invested a 
thousand marks in some industrial 
enterprise, which was worth 
then 


150 francs, receives 
this year, 400 


marks interest, which is worth just 
80 centimes.

prise claims that it has quadrupled 
its capital: in reality it has lost 9-10 
of It. 


"The greatest paradox is that the 


bankers are also playing this game 
and allow their clients long credits. 


"Just try in such a country to fix

Industry can

longer establish a. net cost, and the 
State can no longer fix a budget. 


"Nobody even asks what will hap- 


pen tomorrow: 
Everybody is rush- 


ing wildly toward the abyss, if the 
statesmen are asked what hope they 
have, they only answer as did that 
minister, supposed to bo one of the 
wisest and most foresightcd among 
them: 


"How are wo to got out of this? It 


would be necessary for commissions 
to study the situation for months and 
years. 
But the case is urgent; our 


catastrophe 
will endanger the

So 
we turn to you and ask in our turn! 
'How arc you going to get us out ef 
this?'

Symbolism Of 


Numbers 


By Frederick J. Haskin 


Washington, D. C.—This is about 


numbers—but most of the numbers 
will be small, and nobody will be asked 
to do any figuring. 


In tho high and far off times, as 


Kipling would say, dignified men in 
turbans and robes took a figure such 
as seA'en or nine and regarded it as 
mystic and tried to understand the 
meanings it might have in relation 
life. " 


Today men in tweed suits nre still 


pondering on the same subject. They 
point out that through the centuries, 
through 
widely separated 
civiliza- 


tions, a symbolism of numbers has 
persisted. 
They also talk learnedly 


of number vibrations, harmonies, the 
signs of the zodiac, of living up to 
the plane of a number, and of 
the 


science of numbers. This in a field 
erudite, but some the simpler facts 
are interesting whether you regard 
a number as purely meaningless 
in 


itself, as a sign to conjure with, or 


a clue to the 
understanding 
of 


the universe. 


According to Matthew Dawson, one 


of the modern students of numbers, 
there is practically always an ancient 
precedent for our current 
allusions 


to numbers. 


When twenty-three 
was 
popular 


slang only a few years ago how many 
Americans realized that they 
were 


harking back to old Egypt nnd the 
mysteries 
of the priests? 
Yet Mr. 


Dawson explains that the origin of 
the expression can be found there. 
It seems that the Egyptian 
priest- 


hood used a pack of seventy-eight 
cards known as tarots for diiinatlon. 
These tarots were the forerunners of 
our modern playing card pack. 
Some 


of their symbols ''an still be found on 
playing cards. 
I?ut tho tnrots were 


more than our deck of cards. 
They 


were like a book of occult philosophy, 
with each card a page of symbols and 
principles. 


The public of Egypt was interested 


in the lore of tho tarots no less than 
the priests. 
But, said the priests, if 


the laity can study all our sources 
of knowledge thoy may divine events 
ns well as we. So. to protect 
their 


secrets, twenty-two of the 
highest 


cards were withdrawn from the sight 
of the public. 
The fifty-six import- 


ant cards, beginning with the twenty- 
third card of the deck, were avail- 
able for anyone's use.
